Gale still blowing

Emanuel Gale, local 
chapter president of the 
United Professors of Califor- 
nia, charged that ‘‘a fun- 
damental law of the university 
— the search for truth’’ has 
been violated by the CSUS Ad- 
visory Board, the CSUC 
Trustees and Chancellor Glen 
S. Dumke. 

Gale, making his an- 
nouncement in a scheduled 
press conference at the 
Faculty Senate office yester- 
day, said that in adopting 
statements endorsing CSUS 
President James G. Bond, the 
advisory board, the trustees 
and the Chancellor ‘‘pre- 
judiced the situation.”’ 

The local campus advisory 
board and the 19 campus’ 
trustees indicated their con- 
tinued support for Bond last 
week in apparent response to a 
faculty referendum at CSUS 
that showed faculty, by a vote 
of 394 to 266, do not support the 
president's administrative ac- 
tions and policies. 

Trustees voted continued 
support for Bond at last weeks 
monthly meeting in Los 
Angeles and the advisory 
board commended Bond’s ad- 
ministrative actions and 
policies and strong leadership 
in apress release on March 21. 

“We'll send information 
packets to selected board 
members,’’ Gale said, ‘‘and 
ask them to investigate the 
situation.” 

“The trustees have a res- 
ponsibility,”’ Gale said. ‘‘If 
they refuse to accept it, we will 
go to the Governor.”’ 

He said the information 
which the trustees based their 
decision on, was ‘‘screened 
and laundered’ giving them 
an inaccurate impression of 


“the issues.”’ 

Gale referred to a 
statement from Robert A. 
Hornby, chair of the trustees, 
in which he said he regreted 
‘the emotionalism displayed 
by the leaders of the referen- 
dum, the wording of the 
referendum and the minimum 
effort to present ~ factual 
material to provide an in- 
formed basis for the expres- 
sion of opinion.”’ 

‘The implication of 
Hornby’s statement was that 
faculty didn’t know what they 
were doing,’’ Gale said. ‘‘In- 
cluding the faculty that voted 
for Bond.” 

Future action does not in- 
clude a strike, according to 
Gale. ‘‘I wouldn't think so,”’ he 
said. 

Questioned on what the 
communith thought of the 
current controversy and the 
referendum vote, Gale said, 
“The average persons in the 
community don’t know what 
the issues are.”

The highest student 
grievance appeal is to CSUS 
President Bond, Dr. Alex 
Sherriffs of state college 
Chancellor Glen Dumke’s of- 
fice told Helen Swagerty’s 
parents last week. 

Mr. and Mrs. John E. 
Mayer, Swagerty’s parents, 
were previously told by 
presidential assistant Greg 
Thatch that they could appeal! 
to Dumke and the governor, 
according to Swagerty. 

Swagerty is protesting her 
failure to g: aduate because of 
nursing department grading 
procedures, deemed arbitrary 
by Swagerty and the Com- 
mittee to Safeguard Student 
Nurses’ Rights (CSSNR). 

There is no written appeal 
procedure and no 
disinterested third party to ar- 
bitrate as there is in most 
labor disputes, indicated 
Gloria Williams of the Service 
Employees International 
(AFL-CIO). Williams, a 
licensed vocational nurse, 
spoke at a rally during an ac- 
creditation review of CSUS. 

Three cases besides 
Swagerty’s have protested 
student nurse treatment, and 
the student have won two so 
far, according to Donna 
Carter, a former state officer 
of the Student Nurses As- 
sociation, who also spoke at 
the rally. 

Speakers from the United 
Professors of California, 
(UPC), and the Faculty 
Senate were among those aiso 
supporting Swagerty.

Hawaii trip

Joe Morrow, a member of 
the Faculty Senate and the 
UPC, claimed Chancellor 
Dumke’'s lawyers, whom he 
had taiked to ‘‘were there to 
circumvent the law rather 
than apply it.”’ 

He said that while students’

called leaders,’ including the 
Associated Students officer 
and the Hornet, were ‘‘trying 
to split natural 
allies—students and faculty.” 
He cited several examples 
where students and faculty 
have worked together, in- 
cluding UPC-assisted student 
leafletting.

Davidson will soon publish 
a book on the Bolling Com- 
mittee. His published works 
include The Role of the 
Congressman, On _ Capitol

form a strong voice against 
the trustees who “represent 
big business.”’ He granted that 
nurses must be qualified for 
their job, but that the nursing 
department has ‘‘assumed the 
role of dictators instead of 
educators. 


Bond's statement that the 
mailing of a diploma to 
Swagerty was ‘‘a clerical er- 
ror’’ was more a deliberate 
attempt to keep students in 
their place, according to Chris 
Bender of the Women's 
Studies Board. She asked that 
the right of students to have 
protection against rape also 
be demanded by the ac- 
creditation team. 


Bender recommended that 
students and faculty write 
letters to the governor and to 
Dumke. 

The Executive Committee 
of the Faculty Senate, citing 
irregularities in the nursing 
department, sent a letter to 
Dumke and the Board of 
Trustees asking for a rehear- 


ing of Swagerty’s grievance. 

At a brief conference with 
members of the accreditation 
team, two of the members 
seemed sympathetic toward 
the nursing students. Sanford 
Elberg, Dean of Graduate 
Studies at the University of 
California at Berkeley, des- 
cribe appeal procedures as 
“inhumane,”’ according to 
Swagerty. 

When CSUS students ap- 
proached Dr. Paul Lawrence, 
a consultant on education for 
Gov. Brown, he told them that 
she should be a good wife and 
that for every bad year she 
would have five good ones, 
Leggett said. Lawrence 
denies knowing anything 
about such a statement. 

Helen plans to talk to the 
governor's office again, 
specifically on the fact she 
was denied tapes of a session 
closed to her in the grievance 
hearing. Failing there, she 
will take the case to court.

Joe Morrow, faculty senate 
vice chair and elections com- 
mittee chairman, said Bond's 
handling of grievances is in 
“violation of current ad- 
ministrative law.’ 


He said out of 24 favorable 
grievance committee 
recommendations, one is pen- 
ding, 19have been overturned, 
and four have been promoted 
by Bond. 


“In no way is this rare,” 
Morrow said, referring to the 
19 overturned grievances. 

Questioned on Bond's 
defense of ‘‘top heaviness”’ in 
the upper ranks of faculty, 
Morrow said, ‘‘Nowhere does 
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it indicate there should be a 
quota.” 


‘We stand behind the data 
we have,”’ he said. ‘Some 
conceive of it as a power 
struggle. Not so— Bond has to 
live up to administrative 
law.”’

Art professor publishes book 


The Florentine painter, 
Franciabigio, a lesser known 
master of the Italian Renais- 
sance, is the subject of a new 
critical biography and catalog 
of authenticated paintings 
prepared by Dr. Susan Regan 
McKillop, a CSUS art profes- 
sor. 


The handsome book of 
Volume 16 in the prestigious 
California Studies in the His- 
tory of Art Series, published 
by the University of California 
Press. The book was published 
in Berkeley and London this 
month. 


McKillop has spent more 
than a decade on the research 
necessary to complete the 322- 
page scholarly work. She 
traveled numerous times to 


Assembly Speaker Leo 
McCarthy has announced the 
appointment of Assemblyman 
Tom Bane (D-Van Nuys) to 
chair a Special Subcommittee 
to investigate student elec- 
tions at California’s public 
colleges and universities. The 
subcommittee’s investigation 
is for the purpose of extending 
campaign and election reform 
fostered by Proposition 9 to all 
elections in the state. 

The special investigating 
committee is a subcommittee 
of the Assembly Elections and 
Reapportionment Committee. 

‘“‘Numerous complaints 
have reached Assembly 
members from ail parts of the 
State which allege deceptive 
election procedures and prac- 
tices,’’ Bane said. 

“Because campus leaders 
will one day be our leaders, it 
is critical to our elective 
process that the ‘training 
ground’ be above reproach.”’ 

The subcommittee will 
investigate student elections 
at state colleges and univer- 
sities, as «1 aS Community 


. colieges, ali of which receive 


State funds. 

‘Students must be exposed 
to the most pure election prac- 
tices. Student body elections 
should be models for all elec- 
tive procedures and certainly 
should have safeguards equal 
to public eicctions. Students 
should be assured of the same 
integrity in voting procedures 
as the general voting public,”’ 
Bane stated. 

The Valley legislator ex- 
pressed the concerns of 


Europe to spend many months 
in research, notably in 
Florence and in the Vatical 
Archives in Rome.

The new book contains an 
updated biography cf Fran- 
ciabigio’s life with a critical 
evaluation of his position 
among the Florentine painters 
of the early 16th Century. 


Franciabigio is best known 
for his sensitive portraits of 
both notables and commoners 
of the period, his work done in 
the classical style of the 
Roman period. 


According to McKillop, 
Franciabigio was an artistic 
colleague of Andrea del Sarto, 
and he headed a team of three 


student leaders and ad- 
ministrators who fear that un-

The book contains a collec- 
tion of 111 plates of Fran- 
ciabigio’s work, each 
carefully annotated. The 
monograph is the first full- 
scale, English language study 
of Franciabigio. 

McKillop holds a master of 
arts degree from UC-Berkeley 
and a Ph.D. from Harvard 
University. She has been an 
assistant professor of art at 
UC-Davis, and a art lecturer 
here during the past five 
years. 

Publication of the book was 
supported in part by an award 
from the Samuel H. Kress 
Foundation.

The food problems which 
face the nation and the worid 
demand immizdiate action. 
Initial Food Day actions may 
not make headlines or quickly 
change Federal or corporate 
policies, but they will put 
decision-makers on notice 
that the American public is no 
longer willing to participate in 
the wasteful use of food 
resources.

The rise of the en- 
vironmental movement and 
the end to direct American in- 
volvement in the Vietnam War 
are directly traceable to cam- 
pus activity. The students of 
America can once again make 
a commitment to actions that 
can result in long-overdue 
changes in the way in which 
the Federal government, cor- 
porate America, and_in- 
dividuals decide how and to 
whom food will be allocated. 

While encouraging 
unhealthy eating habits 
through advertising and 
availability. these  cor- 
porations are also con- 
tributing to high food prices.

Frampton reveals an acceptance to area

Being quite unaware of 
whom I was being introduced 
to, I shook hands with a small, 
extremely thin English chap, 
bound tightly in worn jeans, 
brightly colored plaid body 
shirt and wearing less loosely 
a pair of nursery-rhyme socks 
and stilt-like red and white 
shoes. A quiet, nervous voice 
emerged from the shy 
musician, ‘‘Glad to meet you, 
I’m Peter Frampton.” ‘‘Oh,”’ I 
answered and immediately 
swung around and popped on 
my portable cassette 

r. ‘ 

After semi-successful 
stints as rhythm guitarist and 
vocalist with the Herd and 
Humble Pie, Frampton is four 
albums into a swelling solo 
career. With the newly 
released, Frampton, he is 
faced with the completion of 
the current American tour 
without the services of his 
drummer, John Siomos who is 
recovering from a bout with 
pneumonia in a San Francisco 
hospital. 

Frampton moved to New 
York last year and not for tax 


reasons, he emphasized, ‘‘I 
really don’t want to move 
back, we have done a lot of 


work here in America. We did 
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one short tour here iast year 
before we did this album. and 
it was good, really good...the 
crowds in this area are always 
really good to us.”’ 

Frampton played Friday & 
Saturday, March 20 and 2] at 
Winterland and performed in 
Sacramento on the previous 
evening. He revealed, ‘‘Bill 
Graham said that he'd turned 
away well over 200 people at 
Winterland, which is really 
great to hear.”’ 

The ex-Pie member 
recalled a friend of his who 
was also on the bill in Sac- 
ramento. ‘‘Roger Moon really 
fitted well because I produced 
his album, and love his songs. 
Therefore I would imagine 
that the same people that were 
into us, would probably be 
willing to give Roger a chance, 
and they did in Sacramento.”’ 
Moon has a new album on 
Capitol Records, Nobody 
Knows My Name. 

“We've only just started 
headlining quite a lot, so we 
don’t always end up with a 
choice of supporting acts. I 
think Roger will be on a lot 
more of our dates.’’ Frampton 
also pointed out that he is able 
to sing and play acoustic 
guitar alone onstage to sup- 
plement his _ headlining 
concert dates. 

When asked if he would like 
to perform in front of 50,000 
people in a baseball stadium, 
Frampton replied, ‘‘I'd much 
rather prefer to do 13 nights at 
Winterland.” 

The 24 year-old compared 
his live performances with his 
recorded albums: ‘‘I always 
hoped that things would sound 
right, like they've got that live 
added feel. The new album is 
just three of us. But now we've 
got Bud Meyer whose playing 
keyboards and guitar, so it’s 
slightly fuller sound than 


before, especially when we 

had just Andrew (Bown, bass 

player) playing keyboards. 
here's variety involved with 

two guitars, it really sounds 
ood ” 


The strongest influence on 
his career was a difficult ques- 
tion for Frampton to answer, 
“There’s lots of people, not 
one person in particular. 
Stevie Wonder’s been a very 
big influence on us, but so has 
Little Feat and people like 
that, recently.” 

‘‘We are all very much into 
Led Zeppelin. They had to be 
an influence along the line 
somewhere, especially the 
drums on the entire Houses of 
The Holy album and When the 
Levee Breaks. 

I questioned the validity of 
the rumor that considered 
Frampton as a_ possible 
replacement candidate for the 
Stones lead guitarist, Mick 
Taylor. He laughed and spoke 
loudly, ‘‘I heard that 
rumor...it was just arumor' If 
someone was gonna contact 
me they would have done it. I 
wouldn't really think about it 
until someone asked me, it’s 
never been a serious thing to 
me. The most important thing 
to me right now is this album. 
That's why it was very flatter- 
ing to hear that, but it really 
did go over my head alittle bit, 
I don’t think I'd do it anyway.’ 

Frampton talked for quite a 
while about his latest release, 
‘Well, on the last album we 
did Sail Away at Headley 
Grange but we couldn't get 
Headley Grange for this 
album. They had to move the 
mobile recording to this 16th 
Century castle in Cloucester- 
shire, so we spent two weeks 


living there.”’ 
“The last single we 
released was Something’s 


Happening. ! think the first 
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— Frampton relnnel and sank with press at his hotel in 
S.F.

we're gonna try to do off the 
new 2zlbum is Baby I Love 
Your Way. But then 
everybody seems to like Show 
Me The Way. We did an edited 
version of Baby I Love Your 
Way and I got it downto atime 
whereby it could be possible 
for it to be played on the other 
side...the A.M.”’ 

Frampton revealed openly 
his feelings about AM radio, 
“Tf you think single, I find it 
very difficult to write because 
I much prefer to wait unti! | 
finish the album and then if 
thereis a single I’m really 
knocked out. On this one 
especially, people have been 
saying more than one cut 
sounds like a single. Then I 
didn’t have to do it 
consciously, that’s fantastic. I 
could never goand say I’m 





gonna write a single.”’ 

I was very curious to find 
out more about his past and his 
reactions to Bay Area 
audiences over the years 
“The first time I came to San 
Francisco was also my first 
time in America. (Peter was 
18 and with Humble Pie at the 
time). We did a complete East 
to West tour. That was before 
A&M Records came along, 
and our manager was our 
first, Andrew Oldham. It must 
have been early ‘69.”’ 

Since then Peter Frampton 
has appeared in the area more 
than 20 times. As he pointed 
out, ‘For the past three years 
we've been supporting such 
groups as J. Geils Band, and 
Black Oak Arkansas. You 
name it, we've played with

Sitzmarks 
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Bend, lean, check 


‘Bend your knees’ is the 
most common piece of advice 
given to skiers. Keeping your 
knees bent and flexible is a 
great aid in developing ski 
technique, but the knees are 
not the only body part you 
should bend. 

There are three. body 
hinges that, when bent, can 
help you gain greater flex- 
ibility and better balance 
while skiing: ankles, knees 
and hips. By bending at all 
three spots, you not only allow 
your body greater up and 
down motion, but also greater 
forward and backward 
movement. 

These balancing aids are 
necessary on difficult terrain. 


“Angulate’’ is another 
popular ski command. This 
technique is used in all ski 
maneuvers--from wedging to 
paralleling. It gives your skiis 
edging power and helps you 
maintain balance.
